At the heart of the VP-60 Variable Pitch Bench Plane is a 
robust steel iron, hardened to Rc 60-62, cryogenically 
tempered, precisely lapped and sharpened to 29° (^g° primary 
bevel, 4 0 micro-bevel). This iron is ready to use out of the box. 


attack angle ever needed, including 30 degrees—the lowest 
attack angle we have ever seen. 

As the frog pitch is lowered (particularly with bevel-down irons), 
the unsupported portion of the iron (cantilever) increases and 
can flex, causing "chatter”. Our articulated iron cap (patent 
pending) consists of a telescopic pressure bar and dampener 
that "loads” the cantilevered iron from the top with a force 
greater than the load encountered* during cutting. With the 
iron attenuated, the frequency (vibration characteristics) of the 
iron increases and you can feel and hear the results— the VP- 
60 works and sounds unlike any other plane. The results 
are impressive—reduced chatter translates into smoother cuts 

and longer edge life. 
(*NOTE: The downward 
load an iron encounters in use 
is significant. This explains 
why shavings are often found 
trapped between the iron 
and chip breaker on mairj) 
planes—an annoyance we have 
been unable to reproduce with 
the articulated iron cap on the 
VP-60 Variable Pitch Plane.) 

The frog assembly of 
the VP-60 Variable 
Pitch Bench Plane 

houses a modified 
Norris-style depth 
adjustor and two thumb wheels for laterally indexing the 
iron to the sole. Precise lateral adjustments can be done while 
sighting down the sole—it doesn’t get any easier than this. 

The body of the VP-60 Variable Pitch Bench Plane con¬ 
sists of brass sides double-dovetailed to a stainless steel sole.

The VP -60 iron nests to a frog assembly (patentpending) that 
pivots from 30 ° to 6 o°. This provides for a full 6 o° of attack 
angles; 3 °° thru 6 o° with the iron bevel down, and 6 o° thru

truly becomes a "pitch perfect” plane, featuring every 


The front and rear of the throat opening are independently 
adjusted from the bottom of the sole. The totes are made 
from rosewood (Gocobolo) and the entire tool is an inspiring 
work of craftsmanship and design. Simply stated, this is an 
astonishing new plane, the likes of which have never been seen before.
